lic.-appreciation." fqr them. There are 
a number oi foreigners in 
London 


who are too poor to pay for a seat 
in a, theater. These call on the cla- 
quer and he gives them a pass, on 
condition that they applaud the artists 
in whom he is interested. The foreig- 
ners are mainly, Italians or French-
